WRECK OF THE ‘TANTALLON 
CASTLE.’, 


Mr W. H. Ray, Secretary of the China 
Traders’ Insurance Company, Limited, is 
in receipt of a onblegram to the effect that 
the large Castle liner Tanfution Castle is wu 
wreek. The~ measage gives no details as 
to the catastrophe, bat it is supposed 
to have occurred near the Cape of Guod 
Hope. It is rumoured in the Colony that 
300 lives are lost, but we have been un- 
able to obtain any confirmation of this, 

The Juntation Castle is a large mail packet 
of 5638 tona gross, and was built at Fair- 
field, Gluagow, in 1894, to the order of 
the Custle Mail Packets Co., Limited 
(Messrs Donald Currie and Co. Managers). 
Her dimensions are 410.3 fect long, 50.5 
feot wide, and 23,9 foet deep. Sho was 
largely patronised by passengers from Eng- 
land to tho Cape and vice versa, and was 
adairably fitted up for their comfort.-

THE LEGISLATIVE DEADLOCK 
IN JAMAICA. 


The unoflicial mombora of the Legisl- 
tive Council of Jamaica some time ago had 
& sorious quarrel with tho local Goyern- 
aient and the Colonial Ottice oyer a ques. 
tion of addition] taxation. “Mr Chamber. 
Inin thon directed the appointment of four 
additional oftivin! members, which would 
havy placed the unofiicisla in a minority— 
Jamaica having been ahcad of Hongkong 
in this respect. This'action appaured ta 
soltle the mstter at tho time in favour of 
the Governmont, a “compromise © being 
arcived at. [thas not lusted apparently, 
for a deputation of two unoffisials has just 
arrived in England. They reached Bristol 
on the morning of the Sth April in the se- 
cond of the West Indian mail steamora, the 
Port Royal, together with a cargo of 20,000 
bunches of bananas and other fruit. ‘This 


ig how a late copy of tho Londun Times to 
hand describes the mission :— 

Tho Hon. Dr Johnson and the Hon. Mr 
D. 8. Gideon, members of the Legislative 
Council of Jamaica, who were among . tho 
passengers of the Port Royal, have come 
over to confer with the. Colonial Secrotary 
in roference to a political grievance which 
exists'in Jamaica. Mr Gideon said that 
Political strife and unrest existed in Jam- 
ai¢a, following upon a recunt change in the 


constitution of the Legislative Council. He Tok 


explained that since 1884 the oloctive mem- 
bers of the council had boen in a majority. 
Under the Constitution a latent power was 
reserved with the Government to fill up 
four rwcant seats in the Council whenever 
aquestion of paramount importance was 
declared to exist, 
financial troubles the Colonial Sceretary. 
had ordered that the Government should 
havo a majority of seats, and this had led 
to friction and to the return to the Council 
of a majority of membors pledged to resist 
thechange. He hoped that, in the interosts 


of peace and of good fovernment, the Colo-, 


niat Secretary would be induced to recon- 
sider his decision, and, by making a chanze 
in the Order in Council, ati] retain tre 
power which ho desired, whilst leaving the 
permanent composition of the Council as it 
was before the recent change. He added 
that Dr Johnson and himself were ping to 
seokan carly meeting with Mr Cham herlain, 
who, he had xo doubt, would pay every nt. 
tention to their representations.

THE FUTURE TRADE OF 
CHINA. 


Who will Exploit it? 

M. Paul Leroy Beaalien, the eminent 
French politic] economist, in an article in 
the Nenes Wiener Tuablutl, endeayoura to 
find an answer 49 the quostion—which is 
the civilised nation which will exploit 
China? He ways = 


*Jnpan. os Ching’s nearest neighbour, 
and because of her racial and linguistic 
affinities, would to some extent he fitted tn 
hecome the economic instructor of the 
Chinese. Japan will probably attompt to 
fill this honourable pet profitable réls, but 
her national wealth is not Inte enough to 
provide tho necessary capital for useabroad. 
Ag to Russia, she is near and possesses" a 
prepouderating influence in tho Northern 
Provinees ; which, however, are mostly 
poor nnd sparsely populated. Russia 
has had a goud deal of experience in 
constructing vallways in poor countries, 
but she does not’ possess much Toidy 
capital ; and whatever she ean borrow 
abroad he is, forcud to use at home. 
Gennany's position in Shantung may bo 
called very favourable. Sho conimands, 
moreover, euilicient capital nnd amplo 
technica) skill ; and therefore ahe any very 
to 
exploit tae mineral wealth of China on a 
Large seate, Bur in the near faturo her 
activity will probably be confined tu Shan- 
tung. England will cortainly play a rote in 
the guidance and economic development of 
the Chinese Empire, but a smaller une 
than would have leen the ease ten 
or oven five years ugo; for she will 
now fiud many competitors in the 
rich Yung-taze provinces, expecially the 
United Stites, which she will soon have te 
urkety of tha world, and 
cially well situated in 

Besides, the Enalish 
enormous sums for tho 
ment of their inines in South Africa, 
and it will be there that their exported 
capital will for some years be chiefly invest- 
al. The Fronch have a sdpertiuity of 
capital and technical skill; bus they will be 
mainly occupied with the economic eontrol 
of the provinces adjoining Indo-China ; 
while, in Contral and Northern Chit they 
will-chiefly gu band in band with the 
Belgians, who will likewise play an iin. 
portant part in the opcning up of China to 
what is called material divilisation. 

‘The most prominent rae will indubit- 
ably full to che lot of the United States, to 
which the open door pulicy will be of most 
advantage, The Americans know that ; 
and their whole attitude, during recept 
events, was marked by finesse and fore- 
sight. Thoy have spared Chinese vanity, 
and for that the Chinese will be grateful, 
The ecust of North America’ nearest. to 
China is, it is true, the leaet populated j bub 
their railwey rates ara very moderate, and 
the day will come when, the Isthmus having 
been ent through, American imanufactured 
gooda and hardware will reach China very 
cheaply frum the Eastern States. China will 
thus, without being politically dependent, 
become a colony of America for economic 
Purposes. As for Austria and Italy, the 
former will probably make commun action 
with Germany, while the latter Jacks both 
enterpriso and capital.’

Ita Removal to Si. Petersburg. 
‘The -Odess Correspondent. ‘of "The 
Standard wrote on April § — 

‘ The arrivul in St. Petersbug a fort 
night age of the Manchu Library, closely 
packod, und filling to their utmyst capacity 
two railway waggons, naturally aroused an 


unusually lively interest in’ acudemical 
circles generally, «nd among philologiste 
more -capecinily, It is said to includo-a 
nomber of Greek and Latin manu-cripts of 
fereat ant'quity und clussical value. A care- 
fal examination af the Library will, of 
course, demotiatrate the truth or fallacy of 
this hypothetionl statement. It is diffleult- 
to understand how even medieval classical 
literature could have con into the posses- 
sion uf the Manchu Tartars thtco centuries 
ago. Mukden is not ot all on anciont city, 
either inthe Chinese or European sense. It 
may possibly have had a previous existence 
as a Turtar villuge or settlement, but it was 
only about 1600 that it suddenly became 
prominont as the newly founded capital of 
the Manchu Dynasty, which then, s0 te 
say, inangurnted its Titer parainount ewoy 
aver the whole of the Celestial Empire by 
iho subjasition of the mixed tribal-popula 
tion of Linetung. One would not, con- 
sequently, expect to tind any Grock or 
Latin manurcript literature, ne matter by 
what extraordinary 1 accident ini- 
ported thither, in th en collection 
pearing dates of o 1 nsatecedent to the 
curnmencement of the Seventeenth Century. 
' On tho other hard, the library and 
archives seized by tho Russians inay con- 
tain extremely valuablo Chinese literature 
of very auvivnt origin, collected by the 
Manchus, and sent to Mukden for safe 
keeping. Oo this and other interesting 
hypotheses tha expert philologists appoint- 
ed to examine the literary Ioot will, no 
doubt, enlighten us later on ; but, whs'over 
the result’of the examination, na part of 
the manuecripts, printed works, or Royal 
and sacred records ia likely to be returned 
te the legitimate owners. From an ethical 
point of view ono would imagine that it wero 
sufficient to deprive the Manchus of their 
freedom and independence without robbing 
them -of their written listory and other 
literary treasures 

The Russian authorit Military, civil, 
ncademical, and ecelesiastical—jointly put 
forth a curiously Jame apology fur the loot- 
ing of the Royal and Sacred Library at 
Mukden, in Manchuria, They spurn tho 
idea that this act can in any wise he com- 
pared with tha wanton pillage by the Fronch 
and Germans of the sncient astronomical 
instruments froin the walls of Pekin. Dur- 
ing tho siege of the Foreign Legations in 
tho Chinewe capital by Boxers and fmperial 
troops, it is explained, the Library of the 
Russian Orthodox Missivn in that city, con- 
taining a valuable cullection of gocgraphical 
oud historical works on China, was utterly 
destroyed. That is an official -tiction with 
regard to the nature of the contents of the 
destroyed library, which consisted ontiroly 
of the prosclyt sing literature with which 
such missions are amply furnished, and 
which may ba cheaply purchased at any of 
the Church book repositories in St. Peters- 
burg or Moscow. The footing of the Muk- 
don Library is thus justified as a legitimate 
reprisal.
